Putin accuses the U.S. of 
pushing Georgia into war 

MOSCOW I Russian Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin accused the United States on Thursday 
of pushing Georgia toward war and said he 
suspects a connection to the U.S. presidential 
campaign — a contention the White House 
dismissed as “patently false.” 

In another sign of unraveling Russia-US. 
ties, Putin said that 19 U.S. poultry produc- 
ers will be barred from 
exporting their products 
to Russia. 

Putin, the former presi- 
dent and architect of an 
assertive foreign policy 
that stoked East-West ten- 
sion even before Russia’s 
war with the U.S. -allied 
ex-Soviet republic, suggested in an inter- 
view with CNN that there was an American 
presence amid the combat with a potential 
domestic U.S. political motive. 

“We have serious grounds to think that 
there were U.S. citizens right in the combat 
zone,” he said in the interview broadcast on 
state-run Russian television. “And if that’s 
so, if that is confirmed, it’s very bad. It’s very 
dangerous.” 

Putin’s acid attack on the United States 
came as Moscow’s bid to redraw Georgia’s 
borders hit an obstacle among its Asian 
allies. 

France, meanwhile, said the European 
Union is considering sanctions against 
Russia for its conduct in the Caucasus.

Katrina Hit 
City’s Most 
Vulnerable 

Report: Nearly half 
of deaths from storm 
were people over 75 

C H I GAG 0 I As New Orleans residents 
warily track another threatening 
storm, a new report presents the 
clearest picture yet of deaths from 
Katrina in Louisiana. Of the nearly 
1,000 who died, almost half were 75 
or older, according to researchers. 

Most died on the day of the 
storm — Aug. 29, 2005 — and 
drowning was the leading cause 
of death. More than one-third died 
in homes. 

The results present a tragic por- 
trait of elderly residents who may 
have thought the warnings were a 
false alarm, who feared that aban- 
doning their homes would lead to 
looting, or who simply didn’t want to 
leave their familiar surroundings. 

The high death toll in the elderly 
was likely due to those factors along 
with older people’s being more vul- 
nerable and frail and unable to fight 
the catastrophic storm, the report

McCain Veep Speculation Mounts

New Orleans residents 
wonder whether rebuilt 
flood walls will hold 

NEW ORLEANS I Just three years after 
Hurricane Katrina, New Orleans 
confronts a new threat from Gustav 
and a stark question: Will the par- 
tially rebuilt levees hold? 

Despite $2 billion in improve- 
ments, including 220 miles of 
repaired, raised and replaced flood- 
walls, 17 new pump stations and 
more flood-resistant pump sta- 
tions, nobody can say for sure the 
city won’t be swamped again. And 
if it is, could it ever recover? 

“It’s scary, man,” said Robert Rus- 
sell, a 63 -year-old plumber whose 
house in Gentilly Woods is close to 
floodwalls on the Industrial Canal 
that are so suspect the Army Corps 
of Engineers is buffering them with 
large baskets filled with sand. 

Levee experts and the Army 
Corps insist New Orleans is safer 
than before Katrina flooded more 
than 80 percent of the city on Aug. 
29, 2005. 


Yet the system still has severe 
shortcomings: flood barriers meant 
to withstand only medium-strength 
storms, hidden layers of weak soil 
and navigation channels that inad- 
vertently funnel storm surge into 
the city, to name a few. 

Experts estimate the system 
is only a third of the way to where 


the corps wants it by 2011 — strong 
enough to protect against what sci- 
entists call a 100 -year-storm. That 
type of hurricane has a 1 percent 
chance of occurring each year. 

The agency has not classified 
Gustav, which was spinning Thurs- 
day near Jamaica, lashing the island 
with high winds, gain burdeau (ap)

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Afghan offi- 
cials said Thursday that a deadly 
U.S. -led special forces raid on a 
remote western village last week 
was based on misleading informa- 
tion provided by a rival clan. 

It was the latest twist in a tan- 
gled debate over what happened. 
U.N. officials say the raid killed up 
to 90 civilians, most of them chil- 
dren. A NATO official said U.S. 
and Afghan troops were fired on 
first, touching off a battle of sev- 
eral hours that killed 25 militants 
and five civilians. 

The U.S. government is press- 
ing for a joint US.-Afghan probe in 
hopes of reaching a common con- 
clusion. Two Pentagon officials said 
Thursday a U.S. review concluded 
civilian deaths were far fewer than 
claimed by others. The officials, who 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because the report had not been 
made public, said the findings were 
given to Afghan leaders. 

Evidence from all sides has been 
scant, with no conclusive photos 
or video emerging to shed light 
on what happened in Azizabad 
on Aug. 22. But the claim of high 
civilian casualties, also made by 
Afghan officials, is causing new 
friction between President Hamid 
Karzai and his Western backers.

Theater festival takes 
advantage of looser 
censorship guidelines 

SINGAPORE I A comedy pokes fun at 
the military. A drama depicts a local 
stripper from the 1950s.

Apple Unscathed by Product Gaffes

Bugs in the company’s 
latest gadgets haven’t 
stopped eager buyers 

TECHNOLOGY! First an iPhone price 
cut left early buyers feeling foolish, 
and then came reports that some 
iPods were spitting sparks. Now the 
new iPhone 3G has been marred by 
bugs, spotty service, disappearing 
programs for the device and a veil 
of secrecy over software developers 
trying to broaden its appeal. 

Such a string of mishaps and 
missteps might throw another 
electronics company into crisis. 
But, of course, Apple Inc. isn’t just 
another electronics company. Even 
as iPhone griping rages online, it 
looks like Apple’s sterling reputa- 
tion will emerge untarnished. 

“The objective reality is that 


Apple does plenty of wrong,” said 
Peter Fader, a marketing professor 
at the Wharton School of the Uni- 


versity of Pennsylvania. However, 
Fader said, the company’s loyal fans, 
and even casual users, have come

to identify so strongly with Apple’s 
individualistic vibe that they’re will- 
ing to look the other way. 

“Very few companies have this 
kind of iconic status where anything 
they do, even if it is mediocre, will 
automatically have a halo around 
it,” he said. 

Kern Bruce, a 25 -year- old Web 
designer in Boston, waited in line for 
13 hours to buy an original iPhone. 
He sold it to upgrade to a 3G. 


“There was no going back at that 
point, but after I sold it, I quick- 
ly started to regret it,” he said. 
Bruce’s complaints echo countless 
Web forum posts: The device gets 
uncomfortably warm. Programs 
crash. And it so seldom connects 
to AT&T’s speedier third-genera- 
tion, or 3G, data network that Bruce 
carries the iPhone around with 3G 
turned off. 

Apple, which declined to com- 
ment for this story, said little as 
complaints rolled in and then 
released a software fix it said would 
improve the device’s ability to con- 
nect to 3G networks. Since then, 
users on various sites have reported 
no improvement. 

Bruce also recently returned a 
MacBook Air because it got too hot 
and said his Apple cinema- display 
monitor sports burned-in images. 

Yet when asked whether he’d 
abandon Apple, Bruc said no. Macs 
are “a lot better than the alterna-

Police: Bloods, Crips Active in D.C. 


West Coast gangs also 
emerge from Prinee 
William to Baltimore 

The emergence of the Bloods and 
the Crips, West Coast gangs that 
are establishing themselves in the 
Washington area, has contributed to 
several homicides in Prince George’s 
County this year and has become 
a growing concern in the District, 
law enforcement officials say. 

In the Trinidad neighborhood, 
which had a spate of violence this 


summer, authorities say young 
people are wearing Bloods colors, 
flashing the gang’s hand signs and 
selling drugs near a community 
recreation center. 

The Bloods, as well as their rival, 
the Crips, have emerged as suspects 
in several crimes in a wide swath 
from Prince William County to Bal- 
timore. “We are seeing their num- 
bers growing right now,” said Capt. 
Bill Lynn, commander of the Prince 
George’s police gang unit. “The 
Crips and Bloods are the focus for 
law enforcement now, not only here.

TERPS FOOTBALL I James Franklin 
is back in College Park to simplify 
Ralph Friedgen’s life. 

Friedgen — fiery, passionate 
and a perfectionist — ran himself 
ragged the last two seasons trying 
to fulfill the duties of head coach 
and offensive coordinator. At the 
end of the day, weary was almost 
always a fair way to describe the 
6l-year-old Friedgen. 

In the off-season, he turned to 
Franklin, who had left to pursue 
bigger opportunities after he was 
Maryland’s receivers coach from 
2000 to 2004. 

“Last year, I was running around 
100 mph, really trying to do about 
three different jobs,” Friedgen said. 


“My life [now] almost has some 
sanity to it.” 

Franklin, for his part, is trying 
to also simplify life for the players. 
After serving as receivers coach for 
the Green Bay Packers in 2005 and 
as offensive coordinator for Kansas 
State the last two seasons, Franklin 
has blended philosophies learned 
under Friedgen during his pre- 


vious tenure with those gleaned 
from the NFL and the Big 12. He’s 
toned down the complexity Fried- 
gen’s offense was known for, hop- 
ing that minimizing the mental 
burden on players will allow them 
to maximize their production on 
the field. 

“Ralph, his system as a whole 
was really complex. It wasn’t corn- 


got to understand the system.” 

The first order of business this 
fall was to name a quarterback, 
and Franklin and Friedgen made 
the controversial decision to start 
Jordan Steffy in Saturday’s season 
opener against Delaware. The senior 
began last season as the starter, 
but after an injury and mediocre 
performances, he was replaced by 
Chris Turner. 

But Steffy has earned the job 
again and, Franklin said, his first 
job will be to get the ball in the 
hands of the team’s playmakers, 
namely junior receiver Darrius 
Heyward-Bey and sophomore tail- 
back Da’Rel Scott. 

If things go well for the Ter- 
rapins’ offense, things could be 
looking up for Franklin. The 
36-year-old is also the assistant 
head coach, a title that makes him 
the favorite to ultimately succeed 
Friedgen. It would seem a logical 
transition. 

“My time at Green Bay, my time 
at K- State had a major impact in 
me in terms of plays, but really 
overall philosophy and the foun- 
dation of who I am is Ralph Fried- 
gen,” Franklin said. “Plays are 
somewhat different, but the con- 
cepts aren’t that much different.

the possibility of a better life. 

It’s a miracle Ray and Lila make 
it from one side to the other once, 
much less several times, without 
getting caught or, worse, falling 
through the precarious surface 
to their deaths. But then, “Frozen 
River” is a bit of a miracle itself: a 
small movie with hugely moving 
performances, one with a vivid 
sense of place that’s never preten- 
tious in its indie aesthetic. 

“Frozen River” is so quiet and 
precise and self-assured, you’d never 
know it’s the feature debut of writer-

director Courtney Hunt. Here, she’s 
come up with that rare thing: a film 
that feels completely original. 

Ray works as a cashier at the 
local dollar store and is trying to 
save enough money for the down 
payment on a new doublewide 
trailer, which would be a huge 
step up from the cramped quar- 
ters she currently shares with her 
two sons. 

Only when Ray meets Lila does 
her luck look like it might change. 
Lila, a Mohawk, is a smuggler — 
first cigarettes, now people — and 
she recruits Ray to help her ferry 
her illegal cargo across the river 
between Canada and the reser- 
vation. It’s a segment that border 
patrol agents can’t monitor because 
it’s technically Mohawk territory, 
which Hunt depicts with flat, hard 
light and blinding reflections off 
the jagged snow banks. 

The two form an unlikely and 
uneasy alliance — “I don’t usually 
work with whites,” Lila says in her 
typical clipped sullenness — but the 
money is good, and both women 
need it. Both are also survivors, 
which gives them strength and 
makes them dangerous. 

But Hunt makes plenty of room 
in her script to reveal the softer side 
of Ray and Lila, to shed some unex- 
pected light on their motivation. She 
wraps up “Frozen River” with one of 
the loveliest endings you’ll see in a 
while — one that offers just the right 
glimmer of hope without eroding the 
film’s bracing sense of real- jSk

‘Invisible Women’ 
come into focus in 
a doctor’s new book 

BOOK I Most job contracts don’t 
include mentions of the death 
penalty, but when Dr. Qanta A. 
Ahmed agreed to a new job in 
a Saudi Arabian hospital, she 
became subject to the laws of 
that country which can include 
decapitation, as she writes in her 
memoir, “In the Land of Invisible 


Women.” 

After being denied a visa 
to stay in the United States, 
Ahmed decides at “the spur of 
the moment” to accept a job prac- 
ticing intensive care medicine at 
the King Fahad National Guard 
Hospital in Riyadh, the capitol of 
Saudi Arabia. 

During her two-year stint, she 
encounters almost daily situations 
for which no American medical 
school could have prepared her: a 
female patient who is comatose but

whose face still needs to be prop- 
erly veiled; female medical person- 
nel trying to listen attentively to 
a patient’s heartbeat through the 
rustling fabric of an abbayah, the 
long black head covering worn by 
women in Saudi Arabia. 

While the book is by a woman and 
discusses women in the kingdom, it 
would be a mistake to classify this 
book as being for or about just women. 
The doctor’s insights are fascinating 
for readers of either gender.

Realtors show homes 
by bike to lure buyers 
who want to cut costs 

With gas prices high, bicycles flying 
out of stores and a buyers’ market 
for houses, a handful of real estate 
agents across the country are tout- 
ing the two-wheeled appeal of their 
listings. 

Some even show houses exclu- 
sively by bike, wheeling through 
the neighborhood with potential 
buyers to show off bike lanes and 
bike-focused businesses and repair 
shops. 

Clad in a purple helmet with 
plastic flowers dangling from her 
handlebars, Portland’s Kirsten 
Kaufman is part of a new generation 
of agents eager to replace the ste- 
reotypes of hauling clients around 
in fancy sedans or SUVs. 


dipped by more than 15 percent 
from last year, according to the 
National Association of Realtors, 
leaving Kaufman and other agents 
looking for new ways to spark busi- 
ness. 

Bike agents say pedaling with 
clients is providing that boost. 
Behind a niche market that repre- 
sents only a sliver of national sales 
is a bigger trend — a fundamental 
shift in the way people think about 
buying homes. 

Real estate agents and industry 
surveys indicate that home buyers 
are placing more importance on 
cutting their gas bills and commute 
times and that homes near urban 
centers and subway, train and bus 
stops are selling faster than those

The mother of three started host- 
ing bike tours earlier this summer, 
doling out energy bars and apricots 
to a growing tail of clients whose 
passion for pedaling weighs heav- 
ily in their choice of homes. Some 
are hard-core cyclists. Others 
are moving into the city to avoid 
increasingly expensive and oner- 
ous commutes. 

“It’s becoming more common 
to see families committing to driv- 
ing less,” said Kaufman. “I think 
it’s a part of the market that will 
continue to grow as gas gets more 
expensive.” 

Over the summer, sales of homes 


in the distant suburbs. 

In June, a Coldwell Banker sur- 
vey showed more than 95 percent 
of agents say rising gas prices are a 
concern to their clients. More than 
three quarters of clients say higher 
fuel costs are increasing their desire 
for city living. 

“Living out in the suburbs just 
isn’t a big deal anymore,” says Matt 
Kolb, a bike agent who owns Pedal 
to Properties, a Boulder, Colo., firm. 
“People want to live, work and go to 
school within a six-block radius — 
that’s changing the way they look 
at property.” 

Pedal to Properties has five 
agents, a fleet of 48 cruiser bikes 
and big plans for nationwide expan- 
sion. Next year, the company will 
stretch into Oregon and Texas. 

“For people who want to drive 
less, it just makes sense that they’d 
be looking for different things in 
a neighborhood,” said 35 -year- 
old Emily Gardener, a Portland 
woman who has been trolling for

a new house with Kaufman on the 
same bike she uses to pedal to the 
office each day. 

“Kirsten was able to see things 
about places we were looking at that 
I don’t think a normal agent would 
have noticed,” she said. 

Circling neighborhoods in north- 
east Portland, the duo passed on a 
number of homes. Some were just 
too far out to ride. Others had no 
handy place to store the bike or 
were cut off from easy biking by 
hostile traffic. 

Portland State University urban 
planning professor Jennifer Dill has 
studied how neighborhood planning 
affects cycling habits, and advises 
home buyers to look for homes in 
areas with gridded street patterns 
and to avoid cul-de-sacs. 

“On a bike, you want to minimize 
stopping,” she said. “You’re going 
to want to look at streets with low 
traffic volume.” 

Despite the promise of this new, 
more active method of home-buy- 
ing, not all agents and clients are 
cut out for it, cautions Eric Rojas, 
a Chicago agent who pedals to 
showings. 

“This is a hard job to do on a 
bike,” he said. “You have to get the 
right people, and the day has to be

Michelle Phillips opens the door to 
her visitors with a look of severe 
gravity. She clears her throat. 
“Thank you for coming tonight, but 
before entering this establishment, 
I must first warn you that you will 
pass through a “danger zone.” 

Guests fret about their lack of 
bullet-proof clothing. 

“In this zone, it is quite 
possible that you may i 
look to the left and see the I 
two chefs at work. I must ^ 
ask that you not become 
tempted. Please focus your 
attention to the wall on the right 
until you reach the living room, 
at which point you may then enjoy 
the event.” 

It’s clear this dinner party is no 
casual potluck. Phillips is hosting 


Food Fight, one of a series of “Top 
Chef’-ish parties developed this 
past spring by a group of five food 
TV aficionados. 

The specs: Two chefs are cho- 
sen out of a hat at the prior chal- 
lenge. Two days before the party, 
they’re given a secret ingredient 
to incorporate into three courses. 
Confidentiality is treated with the 
utmost seriousness: “I wanted to 
call them using one of those voice 
disguisers,” says Ken Cornwell, 
a writer/producer. “I didn’t have 


one, so I just talked in a low, creepy 
voice.” 

Guests cannot know who cooked 
what as they sample and judge the 
dishes, using pre-printed ballots to 
grade each offering on taste, appear- 
ance and originality. The winner 
receives a trophy — a pair of rusty 
tongs — and is tasked with selecting 
the next secret ingredient. 

Cornwell chose coffee for his 
event: “I wanted something versa- 
tile, so you could use it in a sauce, in a 
dessert.” The fourth party’s featured

foodstuff was chili peppers; oranges 
were another past choice. 

To complicate matters, the 
recipes need to be at least semi- 
original. Competitor Genevieve 
Croteau, a director of television 
development, scoured Web sites 
such as Food.com and Epicurious. 
com to create her menu, a merging 
of recipes she found on both sites. “I 
started with the Internet to brain- 
storm ideas,” she says, “then put my 
own spin on things.” 

Once the cooking commences, 
courses don’t necessarily arrive in a 
timely manner. “Make sure there’s 
plenty of wine for the wait,” says 
Phillips. If wine doesn’t quell impa- 
tience, try to distract them with an 
impeccably placed display: “A beau- 
tiful centerpiece incorporating the 
secret ingredient goes a long way.” 
She provided an arrangement of 
flowers, coffee beans and candles. 

Disasters are inevitable — a 
smoke detector going off, unexpect- 
ed ingredient crises. “I had to lose 
the sun-dried tomatoes,” admits 
contestant Katie Wilson, a project 
manager at WETA. “I pulled them 
out of the oven and they looked like 
bits of charcoal.” 

While the votes are being tal- 
lied, guests chat about their favor- 
ite dishes. Popular courses have 
included pancakes with Asian dip- 
ping sauce and a coffee-Kahlua sur-

prise with a shot of mint ice cream. 
Food Fight cooks can get quite cre- 
ative — one chef s complex concoc- 
tion was cayenne pepper chocolate 
mouse with a Rice Krispies Treat 
spoon covered with chili-pepper 
chocolate bark. 

The final ceremony is a handoff 
of the Rusty Tongs, now on display in 
winner Wilson’s kitchen. She plans 
to give them the same artistic touch 
as she did her culinary creations: 
“I want to either bedazzle them or 
paint them in gold. I think they need 
a little bling.” robynmincher 
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Slime Time! 


■ Who doesn’t like a big bright helping of 
Jell-0? The kid-food staple never seems 
to lose its appeal. (Like peanut butter and 
fluffsandwiches.Anyoneagree?) Jell-0 
makes adults feel like rambunctious kids 
again, afact clearly demonstrated at TV 
editor/writer John Benedetto’s “26th of 
Jell-y’’ (aka July) bash. 

It’s notthat Benedetto loves Jell-0 
that much: “I’m a burgerfan, but wres- 
tling in burgers would be really weird.’’ He 
based his party offthe now-defunct Jell-0 
wrestling nights at Adams Morgan 
bar Asylum and found that it’s easy to 
throw your own version. You don’t have 
to brewityourself — Benedetto bought 
anon-toxic, non-edible Jell-O-likesub- 
stance ($49 for what becomes 25 gal- 
lons) via Jellowrestling.com. “It’s a 
snap to make,’’ he says. “I recommend 
the green, because it won’t lookas bad 
onthe grass the nextday.’’ The ring? A 
blow-up pool atop a mattress. 

After beers and Jell-0 Punch — 
vodka, rum, lemonade and raspberry 
ginger ale — guests who originally had 
no intention of entering the ring start 
to reconsider. One man who swore on 
his no-wrestling policy ends up in his 
boxers doing a half nelson on a los- 
ing opponent. “Make sure to have extra 
clothes for those who show up think- 
ing they won’t jump in,’’ Benedetto says. 
Accessories, such as inflatable boxing 
gloves, add atouch of TV realism to the 
sight of D.C. professionaisfighting in a 
vat of pure slime. 

Eventually, Jell-O’d-out guests move 
onto beerpongandfireupthegrill. But 
back in the ring — unwilling to give up 
even though he’s starting to prune — 
Benedetto calls out, “Who’s next?!’’ 
After all, it’s his party. He can Jell-0 
wrestle if he wants to. r.m. 
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Beef up your burgers’ appeal 
with more imaginative toppings 


What’s cooking for your Labor Day 
barbecue? Chances are, it’s burg- 
ers. When throwing beef on the 
grill, more than half of U.S. con- 
sumers opt for hamburgers over 
steak, according to a 2008 sur- 
vey funded by the Beef Checkoff, 
an industry market-research pro- 
gram. But merely slipping a patty 
between two slabs of bread doesn’t 
make you a gourmet burger chef 
— that’s why locals are flocking to 
the seemingly endless number of 
meat-and-buns joints opening in 
and around D.C. But if you ditch 
the Costco patties and stale buns 
and look to the experts for inspi- 
ration, you can re-create the craze 
on your grill. 

That means homemade, hand- 
formed burgers that start with 
great meat. Nick Furlow, butcher 
at the Organic Butcher (6712 Old 
Dominion Drive, McLean; 703- 
790-8300), opts for ground chuck 
for beefburgers. “It’s got a little 
more fat, which makes it juicier, 
more tender, more flavorful,” he 
says. Though he prefers the lower- 
priced, high-in-fat chuck, his shop 
will grind all varieties of meat — 
including Waygu beef, lamb and 
even ostrich — provided you call 
ahead. 

And of course, cow isn’t the 
only thing that goes nicely on a 
bun. In their new cookbook, “Two 
Dudes, One Pan: Maximum Flavor 
From a Minimalist Kitchen” ($25, 
Clarkson Potter), caterers/restaura- 
teurs Jon Shook and Vinny Dotolo 
offer recipes for pork burgers with 
fennel-apple slaw and lamb burg- 


ers with pickled red onions and an 
aioli made from harissa, a spicy 
North African pepper paste. To 
come up with your own signature 
sandwich, “Just think about things 
you like to eat and the ingredients 
that are on that dish,” Shook says. 
Like sausage-and-pepper subs, 
turkey-and-gouda sandwiches or 
Reubens with extra sauerkraut? 
“Maybe you could take that and 
turn it into a burger.” 

What you put on that burger, 
matters, too — just look at the 
popularity of the topping selec- 
tions at Big Buns Gourmet Grill

(4401 Wilson Blvd., Arlington; 
703-276-3032). Co-owners Craig 
Carey and Tom Racosky recom- 
mend going beyond the lettuce- 
tomato-onion triumvirate. Think 
black-bean mango salsa, roasted 
corn salsa, avocado slices, bacon, 
fried onion straws and six variet- 
ies of cheese. Many of these can 
be easily re-created at home, but 
you can also hit Harris Teeter or 
Trader Joe’s for accompaniments. 
Serve mini-burgers and guests will 
have the opportunity to try more

than one flavor combination. 

Anything goes on a burger, 
really. Carey cites a fried egg as an 
out-there topping that adds a deli- 
cious sloppiness to the mix. Shook 
likes fries, slaw and other bar-food 
staples but draws the line at fine- 
dining favorites like fois gras and 
lobster that are popping up on 
menus across the country. “That’s 
not even a burger to me anymore,” 
he said. 

The experts differ on where 
sauces should go, but Shook advo- 
cates strongly for sauce on top. He 
puts the burger directly atop the 
bottom bun — “because we like to 
let a little bit of juice settle into the 
bun” — and then piles the other top- 
pings on top. “Usually, our sauce is 
a little like a dressing. It dresses all 
the other condiments.” 

If your designated griller acciden- 
tally overcooks the burgers, a good 
sauce can save you. Carey, a self-de- 
scribed “sauce fanatic,” recommends 
tweaking traditional sauces, add- 
ing jalapenos or fresh tomatoes to 
Thousand Island dressing, for exam- 
ple. The shop’s popular Chipotle Pesto 
Aioli is essentially mayonnaise zipped 
up with by pesto, chipotle peppers 
and a touch of cilantro. Carey sug- 
gests putting sauces in those plastic 
ketchup and mustard squeeze bottles 
and leaving them on the topping bar 
at a backyard party. 

Feeling overwhelmed? The mini- 
malist approach works, too. “If it’s 
good meat, you shouldn’t need to 
put anything in it,” says Furlow. In 
fact, many burger experts apply this 
less-is-more philosophy to season- 
ing. Onion salt and garlic powder 
are common in patty recipes, but 
salt and perhaps a touch of pepper 
should be all you need. 

Besides the bread, of course. 
For Shook, a good roll can make or 
break a burger. He likes his to be 
soft and buttery. Brioche is good, 
as are King’s Hawaiian Sweet rolls 
or potato rolls. Ciabatta and other 
stiff breads won’t do. When you bite 
into those, “the burger shoots out 
the back,” he said. 

Not liking meat, or even fish, is 
no obstacle at a burger bash these 
days, either. Oversize portobellos, 
slices of eggplant and even grilled 
cheeses topped with burger sauc- 
es and toppings often stand in for 
ground-beef patties. The veggie 
burger route is another option, but 
home cooks can go beyond the token 
box of Boca Burgers. Vegcooking.com 


BURGER RECIPE 


Lamb Burgers 

MAKES 4 BURGERS 

Harissaaioli (recipe below) 

1 3/4 pounds ground lamb 
2 tsp. kosher salt 
2 tbsp. canola oil 
6 burger buns 

2 tbsp. unsalted butter 

1/2 cup crumbled feta cheese 
1/4 cup light or dark brown sugar 
2cupsarugula 
picked red onions 

STIRtheaioli ingredients together in a 
small bowl and refrigerate until serv- 
ing (or up to two days). 

Placethe meat in a large bowl and use 
your hands to work in the salt. Form the 
meat into four patties. Add the oil to a 
large nonstickskillet over medium-high 
heatand cookthe burgers, covered, until 
browned, three to four minutes. Flipthe 
burgers and cook, covered, until your 
desired degree of doneness, another 
two to three minutes.

SPREAD some aioli onthetop half of 
each bun and placea burgeronthe 
bottom half. Top the burger with some 
pickled onions, feta and arugula, add 
thetop bun and serve.

offers a handful of mushroom and 
veggie burger recipes. In “The New 
Moosewood Cookbook,” seminal 
vegetarian cookbook author Mollie 
Katzen offers a recipe for a lentil- 
walnut burger. 

No matter how you plan to grill, 
proper preparation is key. In his 
book. Shook recommends mak- 
ing a mold — either using the lid 
of a plastic container like a peanut 
butter jar or cutting a circle out of a 
block of Styrofoam — to ensure all 
of your burger patties are the same 
thickness so that they cook at the 
same speed. Says Shook: “Don’t be 
pattying burgers when your guests 
show up, because you’re not going 
to have as much fun.” julia beizer

Pick a Pickle Party 


Don’t limit the 
preservation 
technique to 
cucumbers 

I can’t find pickling 
cucumbers. Will my 
results be worse if I 
use “normal” cucum- 
bers? 

They won’t be “worse,” 
just different. I would 
recommend salting or brin- 
ing regular cukes to draw out any 
bitterness and firm them up. 

Do some of the autumn veggies pick- 
le well, like squashes (particularly 
pumpkin), or am I really off-base? 

I’ve seen a few recipes for pumpkin 
pickles. The issue with fall veggies 
is acid content; since some of them 
have less acid than summer vege- 
tables such as tomatoes, you’d have 
to be sure to follow the recipe and 
boil them longer. 

Can you explain to me the appeal 
of the pickled egg? I’m thinking of 
making some (inspired by some jew- 
el-tinted beet juice I have left over). 
But other than the odd delight of 
eating something hot pink. I’m not 
convinced the flavor and texture are 
going to do it for me. 

Sorry, I’ve never tried to make them, 
and don’t really find the idea appeal- 
ing. But, they do look pretty. 



What I would love to try are some 
pickles that are used in other cui- 
sines. What do you think is a good 
starting place for someone who 
has never pickled but wants to try a 
more exotic pickle? 

I highly recommend “The Joy of 
Pickling” by Linda Ziedrich. It 
includes pickle recipes from all over 
the world. It’s been an inspiration 
to me. One quick and easy (and dif- 
ferent) recipe is Vietnamese pickled 
daikon and carrot. 

My beef with things like pickled 
beans or specialty pickles like fid- 
dlehead ferns is that they no longer 
taste like the original vegetable. All 
you taste is the pickling liquid. And 


too often that is just boring. 

That’s not always true, especially if 
the vegetables are not overcooked 
before being added to the liquid. 
For instance, my pickled green 
beans are flavored but still taste like 
beans. Preserving techniques were 
developed long before refrigeration, 
in order to be able to eat something 
past the season for “fresh,” and they 
almost always change the character 
of what is being preserved. 

Do pickle jars have to be the tradi- 
tional canning jars if I know they’ll 
all get consumed in a month? 

If you’re not processing them in 
a boiling water bath, or pressure 
canning, then they don’t have to 


be traditional jars. I reuse mayon- 
naise jars, for instance. Just run 
them through the dishwasher before 
cold-packing them. 

I’m always looking for ways to pre- 
serve fine pork products. Is it pos- 
sible to pickle bacon? 

Bacon is already preserved (through 
the salting and the curing), so, why, 
oh, why? But anything’s possible — 
and in these food-obsessive times, 
just about everything’s been done.

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RC Cola, root 
beer and other 
sodas add fizz 
to baked goods 

Penny Karas tinkered for months 
before she deemed her root beer 
float cupcake delicious enough 
to make it into the rotation at her 
new Dupont Circle bakery, Hello 
Cupcake (1351 Connecticut Ave. 
NW; 202-861-2253). 

“I wanted to come up with a 
fun summertime assortment, so I 
worked on a bunch of soda-pop cup- 
cakes,” says Karas, who also poured 
countless liters of Coke, 7Up and 
Orange Crush in the course of her 


kitchen experimentation. 

The chewable float of sorts won 
out due to its sophisticated flavor, 
which relies on an artisanal root 
beer base — the syrupy stuff that is 
combined with carbonated water to 
make the beverage — for its cakey 
body, which then gets crowned with 
a foamy “head” of vanilla cream 
cheese frosting and a teeny-tiny 
chocolate straw. En garde, A&W! 

Cooks and pro chefs have been 
baking with soft drinks for decades, 
especially down South, where a 
“Coke cake” — typically, a simple 
chocolate cake with the sweet soda 
mixed into the batter and/or the 
icing — shows up on many tables. 

Highfalutin it’s typically not. 
Chef Mark Ramsdell, director and 
head instructor of the pastry arts 


program at LAcademie de Cuisine 
in Gaithersburg, chuckled kindly 
when we asked whether he had 
baked with RC Cola or Sprite. (He 
promised to inquire among his col- 
leagues; nobody called back.) 

And you probably won’t find Dr 
Pepper cake on the menu at 1789 
(1226 36th St. NW; 202 965-1789), 
either, though newly appointed pas- 
try chef Travis Olson (a LAcademie 
de Cuisine grad, by the way) told us 
he whipped up a cake with Fanta 
orange soda once for a friend’s 
birthday. 

Still, David Guas, former exec- 
utive pastry chef at Ceiba (701 
14th St. NW; 202-393-3983) and 
now owner of the Damgoodsweet 
Consulting Group in McLean, 
which develops dessert menus for

Cupcakes 

MAKES 28 CUPCAKES 
Frosting (recipe below) 

8 oz. (2 cups) cake flour 
4 oz. (scant I cup) all-purpose 
flour, sifted after weighing 
1 1/2 tbsp. baking powder 
1/2 tsp. salt 
8 oz. (2 sticks) butter 
1 3/4 cups granulated sugar 
1/4 cup light or dark brown sugar 
I tbsp. water 

4 eggs at room temperature 
I tbsp. (or more) root beer base 
(Buy at Northernbrewer.com) 

1/2 tsp. vanilla extract 
I cup milk 

PREHEAT oven to 350 degrees. 

Line muffin tins with paper liners. 
Sifttogetherflour, baking powder 
and salt; set aside. In a large bowl, 
cream butterforSO seconds; then 
sprinkle in sugar and mix until light 
and fluffy, three to four minutes. 

With the mixer on low, add eggs 
tothe butter mixture oneatatime. 
Add water and mix. Mix in the root 
beer base and vanilla. Alternately 
add the flour mixture and milk, begin- 
ning and ending with flour. Stop 
mixer and scrape down sides of 
bowl, then mixagain just until well 
blended. Scoop batter into pre- 
pared tins, fill the cups between half- 
way and two-thirds. Bake until tooth- 
pick inserted into center of a cupcake 
comes out clean, 18to 19 minutes. 

Let cool in pansforfive minutes, then 
cool completely on racks. 

Frosting 

I lb. cream cheese 
6 oz. (I stick) unsalted butter 
8 cups confectioners’ sugar, sifted

restaurants, likes how Barq’s Root 
Beer enhances his sweet potato pie. 
“Growing up in New Orleans, Barq’s 
was the root beer of choice,” he says. 
“It has a little tang” that nicely off- 
sets the smooth pie filling, which is 
sprinkled with a cinnamon-brown 
sugar-butter streusel. 

Why did the practice of bak- 
ing with soda — most often cola, 
it seems — become popular in the 
first place? 

Chef Linton Hopkins — a native 
of Atlanta, Coke’s hometown — 
thinks he knows. “Coke has the 
ability to sharpen flavors in baked 
goods,” he says. Hopkins doesn’t 
stop there: At Atlanta’s Restaurant 
Eugene, which he and his wife, 
Gina, opened after working togeth- 
er at DC Coast (1401 K St. NW; 
202-216-5988), Coke is used in all 
sorts of creative ways — in a glaze 
for pork bellies, in cake frosting, in 
an icy granita. 

“Coke intensifies chocolate cake 
in the same way a bit of coffee does,” 
says Karas. “It has this caramel-y 
flavor to it, so it adds earthiness.

Years ago, it might have been a 
less expensive way to add liquid to 
a cake, because every cake needs 
some liquid to give it tenderness 
and rise.” She and others conjec- 
ture that soda replacing some of 
the milk or other liquid in a bat- 
ter may contribute to a more ten- 
der crumb. 

Besides improving the taste of 
a dessert, adding a little soda to 
sweets seems nostalgic and whim- 
sical. Who wouldn’t want to take 
a bite and be transported back to 
summer days when you could guz- 
zle all the Coke you liked? 

So, grab a cola-infused cupcake 
or concoct a Sprite sweet at home.

Noisy neighbors? 
IPs still possible 
to turn your home 
into a quiet refuge 

It’s 2 a.m. and you’re sound asleep 
when your alarm clock starts buzz- 
ing. The problem is, you set the 
alarm for 6 a.m. Old Faithful isn’t 
going off early. It’s merely buzzing as 
it vibrates to the beat of your neigh- 
bor’s house music. Sound familiar? 
It does to Rob Pongsajapan. 

“It’s great if you’re at a club, 
but not if you’re trying to sleep 


and work,” says the 28-year-old 
Ballston resident who is a Web 
developer at Georgetown Uni- 
versity. He and his wife, Alyson 
Hurt, also 28, have owned their 
condo in Arlington’s Summer- 
walk complex for two years. The 
noise began when new neigh- 
bors moved in a couple months 
ago. Pongsajapan says it’s the 
worst in the bathroom and the 
bedroom, where the two units 
share walls. 

“The walls are so thin, we can 
hear their phone conversations and 
when they’re talking loudly,” he says. 
“Sometimes there’s yelling.”

The same residents play bass- 
heavy music, typically starting 
around 9 or 10 a.m. and continu- 
ing sometimes until 1 a.m., he says.

Fortunately, Pongsajapan and 
his wife are pretty laid-back about 
their noisy neighbors. Pongsajapan 
admits that he and his wife are also 
guilty of a causing a little extra din 
(sometimes running their washing 
machine late at night), so they don’t 
want to confront the noisemakers 
and start a “chain reaction.”

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QUEST FOR QUIET 


If you’re in the market fora new condo 
ortownhouse, obtaining peace and 
quiet may be every bit as importantto 
you as snagging a spot within walk- 
ing distance of a Metro station. Before 
signing onthe dotted line, though, do 
a little extra on-site research. 

^ MAKE A RACKET 

First, checkfor noise by creating 
some. If possible, flush toilets, turn 
onaradio,orstomparoundand lis- 
ten to learn whetherthe sound travels. 
If an adjacent unit is vacant, askto run 
the same drill in thereto get a sense of 
whatyou’ll hearfrom neighbors. 

LOCKDOWN 

Askaboutthefloor beneath your 
feet. “Cork underlay helps a lot,’’ says 
John Nammack of Shalom Baranes 
Associates, an architectural firm in 
Northwest Washington. Plenty of 
newer buildingsare designed using 
hardwood and tile, so find out wheth- 
er all of the units are carpeted. “Even 
carpet in the corridors can help muffle 
sound,’’ Nammack says. 

^ BEMATERIALS-MINDED 

“Find out what typeof insulation was 
used between the units,’’ advises 
Tracy Morris of Tracy Morris Design. 

Is it concrete, spray-in foam or the 
pink, cotton-candly-like stuff? Don’t 
forgetto ask whetherthere are con- 
crete firewalls between units, which 
helpto decrease sound and boost fire 
protection. 

^ THE BOTTOM LINE? 

“Your atmosphere is so importantthat 
to have a lot of noise can make it really 
unpleasant,’’ Morris says. “Buy a place 
that’s very well-built, orjust don’t buy

are far from the only condo- 
dwellers with noisy neighbors. 
Noise issues between neighbors 
— in any type of home — is rela- 
tively common, according to a 2007 
survey sponsored by the Alexan- 
dria, Va.-based Community Asso- 
ciations Institute. Numbers show 
that about 10 percent of homeown- 
er association residents don’t get 
along with each other, and noise 
is often to blame. 

Of course, the cacophony is not 
always coming from the owners 
down the hall. Sometimes, sounds 
invade from outside. The 22 West 


condos at New Hampshire Avenue 
and 22nd Street NW, for instance, 
are next to a busy gas station and 
just down the street from both a 
firehouse and a police station. That 
location seems like an invitation 
for sleepless nights (and days, for 
that matter). 

But architects Shalom Baranes 
Associates paid close attention to 
the design of 22 West to prevent 
neighborhood sounds from leak- 
ing in. Commercial-grade win- 
dows in each unit help quell sirens 
and bells from outdoors; acoustics 
with sound bats (a type of fiberglass

insulation) deaden din through the 
floors; and partitions between the 
units are staggered, so sounds and 
vibrations through the walls are 
minimized. 


“We avoided adjacencies,” Sha- 
lom Baranes Associates architect 
John Nammack says. “The trash 
chutes aren’t next to the units. And 
when we did have to place things 
next to each other, like an eleva- 
tor right next to a unit, we chose 
the quietest elevator we could and 
built an extra wall with sound 
bats between the two to dampen 
the noise.” 

Air ducts in 22 West supply 
fresh air for the units, so the doors 
don’t have to be undercut for air- 
flow, nor do the windows need to 
be opened. And the building’s spe- 


cialized floor assemblies include two 
slabs of concrete with foam insu- 
lation between them — meaning 
that owners don’t have to endure 
the click- clacks of their upstairs 
neighbors’ Prada heels. 

Interior designer Tracy Morris 
says few new buildings are as well 
sound-proofed as 22 West. In fact, 
she says one of the biggest contrib- 
utors to a noisy nest is the current 
trend of high-rises’ featuring walls 
of glass. 

“Architects are doing floor- 
to-ceiling windows,” says Morris,

who owns Tracy Morris Design in 
Georgetown (202-486-6209). “So, 
you’ve got plenty of area that’s not 
well sound-proofed, and then the 
windows most of the builders are 
using are not great quality. They’re 
just so loud!” 

Thick window 
panes serve 
as insulators 
for both sound 
and energy 
purposes. 

Most owners can turn down 
the volume on outside sounds by 
installing new windows in their 
condos. Interior storm windows 
can help by adding another layer 
of glass that acts as sound insula- 
tion, or owners can install ener- 
gy-efficient panes with tempered

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glass. “They’re more high-end, but 
if you’re dealing with noise issues, 
they’re worth it,” Morris says. Thick 
panes are better insulators for both 
sound and energy purposes, and 
larger air cavities between panes 
equal greater noise reduction. 

If new panes are a pain in the 
pocketbook, smart interior design 
can also help deaden sound. The 
key? “Texture, texture, texture,” 
Morris says. When she’s dealing 
with a client who’s suffering from 
noise issues, she designs with lots of 
area rugs, “even in places you don’t 
necessarily think of using them, like 
a kitchen,” she says. 

Morris also doubles up on 
drapes or makes sure they’re lined 
with flannel or a blackout mate- 
rial to absorb noise. Throws and 
pillows also decrease audio pollu- 
tion while adding personality to 
living spaces. 

As for furniture, “choose a sofa 
that isn’t leather, that’s got some 
density to it,” to help act as a sound 
barrier, Morris recommends.

For their part, Pongsajapan and 
his wife aren’t redecorating. In fact, 
their noisy neighbors have simply 
become part of their routine. “It’s 
almost gotten to the point where it’s 
funny,” Pongsajapan says. “We’ve 
sort of adjusted our lifestyle to deal 
with it. We wear headphones or we 
go out. Of course, we do keep hop- 
ing they’ll move.” 

But when they do, he says, part 
of him might actually be a little 
sad. “It’s a weird source of comfort 
at this point. There will be a tem- 
porary void when they finally move 
out, like an adjustment period,” he 

jokes. LYNN THORNE

Happy Tails at Home 


Pet owners make 
special efforts to 
keep furry friends 
content in condos 

In a condo with an area of about 
650 square feet, space could be a 
little tight for two people. Add a 
60 -pound mutt to your life, and 
you’re looking at potentially even 
less comfy quarters — not to men- 
tion a lot of hair on the sofa. 

But Emily Knaus and Giovanni 
Pindilli, who live in the aforemen- 
tioned home in Arlington’s Hartford 
condo complex, don’t seem to mind. 
And judging from the constantly 
wagging tail of their 8 -year-old 


border collie -golden retriever mix 
Dakota, neither does she. Dakota’s 
actually got more space at her dis- 
posal than you might think. 

With a little creativity and Pin- 
dilli’s handiwork, the couple turned 
the bottom half of their hall closet 
into an indoor “doghouse” for Dako- 
ta. Pindilli nailed a horizontal board 
into the back wall to section off the 
space for Dakota to sleep in. The 
dimensions of the doghouse floor 
are about 3 feet by 4 feet — just 
enough room for Dakota to freely 
wander in and out of the miniature 
den, and to curl up on her full-size 
bed inside. 

“When she was a puppy, she used 
to look for places like this,” says 
Knaus, 27, an energy analyst. 


“She likes to go in there if a ser- 
vice person comes into the condo 
to repair something or if we have 
guests over,” adds Pindilli, 31, a 
government civilian with the Army. 
“For the dog to have her own space 
in the condo is pretty clutch.” 

Creating a people and creature- 
friendly zone is vital for pet owners 
who live in an urban environment. 
Dogs that might naturally want 
to frolick in fields, forests or even 
backyards can easily seem stifled 
in a downtown studio apartment. 
Plus, canines and cats aren’t even 
welcome everywhere: Plenty of 
condos and rental units ban ani- 
mals or restrict the types of pets 
owners can keep (beta fish or cacti, 
anyone?). 


For dogs, weight and height lim- 
its are fairly common, meaning it’s 
especially difficult to keep a large 
pooch. In some condos, for example, 
even if dogs are allowed, they must 
weigh less than 20 pounds, mean- 
ing you might want to reconsider 
adopting a mastiff if you live in tight 
quarters with tighter restrictions. 
Given these obstacles, it takes a lit- 
tle extra planning and ingenuity to 
keep creatures content in the city. 
Yet, as anyone who’s ever been to a 
local dog park or attended a pup- 
friendly happy hour (with or with- 
out a furry friend) can tell you, city 
life with Fido or Fluffy is certainly 
manageable. 

First things first: Finding a 
condo in the Metro area that allows 


animals of all sizes can be time-con- 
suming and tricky. Condo buildings 
or associations often have the ulti- 
mate say about whether your best 
friend is welcome. 

“From our perspective, it’s very 
tough to have pets in the building,” 
says Michelle Giannini, the senior 
vice president of sales and market- 
ing for development company PN 
Hoffman. Noisy or rambunctious 
pets can become a nuisance to other 
tenants or cause damage to the 
buildings themselves. PN Hoffman’s 
buildings do allow pets, Giannini 
says. “But we really do leave it up 
to the homeowners to decide what 
type of pet policies they would like 
to put in place [in individual condo 
buildings] because we find each 
building is different.”

Other companies have no 
qualms about accepting all types 
of pets. Take the Lacey Condos, 
a Wilson Enterprises building at 
1100 Florida Avenue NW that’s 
due to be completed this fall. The 
Lacey has an anything-goes pet 
policy, which is “a definite plus,” 
says Debi Fox, a Realtor with D.C. 
Real Estate who is selling units at 
the Lacey. “Our whole philosophy 
is about a certain kind of lifestyle: 
It’s about comfort and a stylish life,” 
says Fox. “We wouldn’t want to tell 
people they can’t have pets. Obvi- 
ously, you couldn’t have a giraffe, 
but any type of house pet is defi- 
nitely allowed.” 

Most of the Lacey’s 26 boutique- 
style units (ranging from about 600 
square feet to 1,800 square feet) 
include outdoor space — a perk for 
animals that like to bask in fresh 
air. The building’s welcoming atti- 
tude and architecture also make it 
a friendly place for people and pets 
alike. Fox says. “In the city, you get 
a lot of businesspeople and a lot of 
young people, and a lot of those peo- 
ple have pets, so the condo buildings 
have to appease the trend of what’s 
going on,” says Fox, whose hus- 
band, Ali Honarkar, designed the 
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Lacey for Divisionl Architects. Fox, 
Honarkar and their two children 
live with their border collie-husky 
mix, Brutus, in a Shaw townhouse. 
“It’s a very social thing to have an 
animal,” Fox says. 

While she believes it’s not too 
hard to find a pet-friendly condo 
in Washington (at least half of the 
places on the market today permit 
pets, with some restrictions, she 
says), others think it’s still too dif- 
ficult to hunt down accommoda- 
tions for feline or canine roomies. 
Lisa LaFontaine, the president and 
CEO of the Washington Humane

Society, wishes there were more 
resources available for pet owners. 
Every day, she says, her office fields 
calls from people searching for high- 
quality pet-friendly housing. 

“There are a number of peo- 
ple who have to give their pet up 
because they can’t move with them,” 
LaFontaine says. “And as we saw in 
the aftermath of Hurricane Katrina, 
people look really hard for the type 
of housing situation that will let 
them stay with their pets. So, we 
would love to see many more pet- 
friendly housing complexes.” 

Minnie An, 30, a Georgetown 
University administrator who rents 
a unit in the Villages condo com- 
plex in Falls Church, says she had a 
“very difficult” time finding a place 
that would also accommodate her 
5 -year-old Yorkshire terrier, Pepsi. 
Eventually, she realized condo rent- 
als would be more flexible than 
apartment buildings. 

“Most apartments had monthly 
fees [for pets],” An says. “With con- 
dos, they didn’t, since it was up to 
the owners.” (Once, when she was 
living in South Korea about three 
years ago. An says, she kept Pepsi in 
an apartment building that didn’t 
allow pets. She doesn’t recommend 
it. “I would always have to leave 
the windows closed and lock the 
door,” An says. “I was paranoid. It 
was stressful.”) 

Today, An is thrilled with her

“The main reason I liked this 
place is because of the window,” An 
says.

For Dakota, too, tall windows 
and glass doors — and their ideal 
dog’s-level view — are key, Knaus 
and Pindilli say. Living in a small 
condo with a large, “lazy” dog is

that dog’s a people-watcher.” 

Of course, besides having a pet- 
friendly home with the right types of 
spaces, most dog owners also need 
to consider whether their condos or 
apartments are located near invit- 
ing outdoor spaces. Dakota’s own- 
ers bring her to the dog park behind 


their North Hartford Street condo 
daily so that she can run around 
and socialize with other pooches. 
‘You see the same crowd there every 
day,” Knaus says. 


If there’s one thing Knaus 
would tell a condo dweller con- 
sidering adopting a dog, she says 
she’d recommend researching the 
pup’s personality.

temperament are really important 
to consider,” she says. “I got lucky 
with Dakota.” 

LaFontaine of the Washington 
Humane Society says that person- 
ality can often trump size in deter- 
mining how a dog behaves at home. 
“One thing that would surprise 
people is that Great Danes make 
fabulous apartment and condo 
dogs because they don’t need a lot 
of exercise,” says LaFontaine, who 
lives with three dogs (two Labrador 
retrievers and a pit bull-retriever 
mix) and two cats (tortoiseshell 
mixes) in a small house in the 
District. “As long as those dogs 


get basic exercise, they can also 
live very happy lives. For dogs in 
general, the big thing about them 
is they’re pack animals, so they 
want to be with their pack, wheth- 
er that’s one person or other ani- 
mals. They can live very happily in 
small spaces.” 

And cats — which are gener- 
ally allowed in more buildings 
than dogs, anyway — are actually 
ideal condo dwellers, LaFontaine 
says. “Outdoors, cats can fall vic- 
tim to injury, disease, wildlife, 
so we advocate for them being 
indoors. I’m actually very happy 
to see cats living in condos with 
loving owners.” 

Still, even if you’re sharing a 
penthouse suite with a kitten, you 
might find yourself yearning for 
extra space from time to time. But 
Knaus says there’s a silver lining 
in her full house with Pindilli and 
their dog, Dakota: “It’s beneficial 
in terms of the amount of time I 
spend vacuuming,” she says. “The 
less space, the less vacuuming.”

An urban pioneer 
shares her story of 
rehabbingahouse 
in West Harlem 

When Judith Matloff moved back 
to the U.S. after a career in foreign 
journalism, she dreamed of buy- 
ing a home — and did just that in 
2000. What she didn’t count on was 
that her dream brownstone — four 
floors, almost 5,000 square feet — 
in West Harlem would be surround- 
ed by crack houses and infested with 
termites. In her new book, “Home 


Girl” ($25, Random House), Mat- 
loff documents everything about 
her renovation, from how she and 
her husband befriended local drug 
addicts and dealers, to how she 
coped with lousy grocery stores and 
ethnic tension, rachel kaufman 

Do you think somebody without 
years of experience being in war 
zones as a reporter in places like 
Rwanda, Chechnya and Sudan 
would be able to do what you did? 

I think it takes a certain spirit of 
adventure, and a tough skin, to do 
it and not feel paroxysms of fear. 
When you’re in areas where people 



are actually starving it humbles you. 
It teaches you humans can adapt to 
anything. This [experience of reno- 
vating a house in a sketchy neigh- 
borhood] was not terribly dramatic; 
it was more of an annoyance. 

Also, living abroad helps you deal 
with other cultures. [Moving to a 
new area] is a lot like moving into 
another foreign country, so you try 
to respect their mores and customs. 
Living abroad teaches you a little 
bit about negotiating, because you’re 
always an outsider. Your comfort 
level is always being jolted. 

Would you buy and rehab a house 
in a gentrifying neighborhood 
again? Would you ever want to? 

We were thinking of doing it again 
when the South Bronx was really 
cheap. We were thinking of buy- 
ing an old factory warehouse, but 
then we looked at each other and 
— well, really, friends and fam- 
ily looked at each other and said, 
“You can’t do that again.” It’s a little 
like childbirth; you forget the pain

each time. 

Incidentally, the house is still 
a total \vreck. We didn’t manage 
to fix the stairs totally to the \vall; 
the stairs are coming off again. 
And the house is still sloping. An 
engineer came in and said, “It’ll 
cost just a little bit, just $50,000 to 
$100,000.” Increasingly, \vith the 
mortgage squeeze and food prices 
going through the roof, every little 
extra $5 matters, let alone $50,000. 
So Ave’ve kind of put that off. ... We 
just hope the house doesn’t fall dovm 
in the next few years. 

To me, your finding a termite nest 
in the kitchen seemed like the 
worst part of your remodeling proj- 
ect. What’s your vote? 

The most horrible part for me was 
when the back wall fell down. We 
had these crack addicts living next 
door, one of whom was named 
Salami. We had no back wall ... and 
these crack addicts who wanted to 


take over our house. 

The other unpleasant thing 
would be the money. People 
always tell you to budget in three 
times more than you expect, but 
our renovation ended up being 
10 times more expensive than we 
expected. 

What’s the most important thing to 
do when renovating? 

I would get quotes. Everybody says 
you should get quotes — and I really 
recommend you heed this advice. We 
really did not do things properly. 

Also, don’t play God with a 
house. Even if you can build book- 
shelves, do not think you can take 
on a job like this yourself. Hire a 
professional. 

What’s it like, emotionally, to come 
home to a house that’s being reno- 
vated as completely as yours was? 

Oh God, don’t even ask. I under- 
stand why a lot of couples’ mar- 
riages fall apart [during renova- 
tions], because it really frays your 
nerves.

Hacking coughs 
from all the dust, not having running 
water ... and these guys would come 
at 6 a.m. and stay until 11 p.m. You 
couldn’t get rid of them. They were 
on every floor [of the house]. 

We didn’t even have a garbage 
can. There was no point to vacuum- 
ing, and because we were trying to 
get the job done really quickly, we 
didn’t really take days off A normal 
person might go home to Mom over 
the weekend. We didn’t. 

You write in the book about eating 
Cubano sandwiches day after day 
because there was nowhere else in 
the neighborhood to eat. But with 
gentrification, is that still the case? 
Thankfully, all the Dominican din- 
ers are still there. A lot of Mexicans 
have moved in, so we also have 
these really great Mexican restau- 
rants. And we just got a Yemeni res- 
taurant. Some yuppie places have 
come in, so now we can buy whole 
wheat bread. 

One of the first things you did when 
moving in was befriend the local 
drug dealers. Is this sound advice 
for someone moving to a dodgy 


neighborhood? 

I like to think we didn’t befriend 
them, but we established a cordial 
working relationship. That was 
the best advice anyone could give 
us. You’re coming onto somebody 
else’s block, and you have to play

by their rules. You have to make 
it quite clear that you’re not going 
to be antagonistic, as much as you 
might disapprove of what they do.

boxes of outdated bills, tax returns 
and other documents. 

Beyond the emotional toll, this 
was a back-breaking job. It took me 
weeks, because you can only work 
in two- or three-hour shifts. Even 
armed with a pitcher of water and 
having an attic that’s more climate- 
controlled than most, the sorting 
and storing became very tedious.

This is why I couldn’t complete 
this project on my own. Caitlin 
Shear, a professional organizer 
with A Sorted Affair in Fairfax (I 
love her firm’s name), came to my 
house in Northwest Washington 
for two hours every Friday morn- 
ing to nudge and prod me forward 
and remind me that an attic should 
be for long-term storage, not for 
just dumping things until someone 
decides what to do with them. 

She offered advice on what to 
keep, what to donate and what to 
throw away. 

She carted my donations to 
various nonprofit organizations in 
the region so they wouldn’t sit for 


months in my garage. She offered 
ideas on reusing some stuff I 
couldn’t part with but I didn’t really 
need. And she was a compassion- 
ate listener when attic treasures 
revived painful memories of my 
mother’s unsuccessful battle with 
leukemia and my father’s subse- 
quent decline. 

The overwhelming emotion I 
feel is relief. I was embarrassed 
about the way the place looked 
and ashamed that I could not find 
anything. Now I am proud and less 
stressed. Here are some lessons 
I’ve learned: 

1. So much of what was up there 
was trash. Week after week as Cait- 
lin and I sifted through my clutter, 
a lot of what we found needed to 
be thrown out — not donated, not 
reused. I’m talking empty boxes and 
shopping bags, crumpled-up news- 
paper, mailing tubes, ATM receipts 
from a decade ago, the lease for the 
apartment my husband. Bob, and I 
rented nine years ago. Caitlin esti- 
mates that we threw out 60 percent 
of what was in the attic. We donat- 
ed about 10 percent and kept the 
remaining 30 percent. 

2. Time changes everything. I 
don’t think I would have donated 
anything two or three years ago. 
Five years ago, I don’t think Bob 
would have considered donating 
his archives of the 1995 Detroit 
newspaper strike. Caitlin said many

Visit a museum 
to learn how to fill 
your home with 
eye-catching color 

Kehinde Wiley’s paintings at the 
National Portrait Gallery — of 
hip-hop stars posed like 17th- to 
19th-century moguls in famous 
portraits — use colors so intense it 
would be hard to find a wall paint 
worthy of them. 

That job falls to a team of muse- 
um staff that weighs design possi- 
bilities for every exhibit. For Wiley’s 
canvases, they winnowed paint sam- 
ples for the rooms to two options: 
an olive green or a vivid blue. 

“Both colors worked well, but 


we liked what the blue tended to 
do to the paintings, how it made 
them pop,” says Nello Marconi, 
chief of design and production for 
the National Portrait Gallery for 
31 years. In the end, he says, the 
green “wasn’t as offbeat and strik- 
ing and shocking as the paintings 
are.” They chose Benjamin Moore’s 
Brilliant Blue. 

We all obsess over what color to 
paint the walls in our home and how 
to pick shades that look right with 
each other and with our belong- 
ings. Here’s one way to get ideas: 
Go to a museum. There, on a large 
expanse of wall, you can see colors 
painstakingly selected by pros. Even 
though those spaces contain grand 
architectural details and priceless 
pieces, the designers whose deci- 


sions shape our museum experi- 
ence have to make the same choices 
consumers do.

“It’s very similar to the way some- 
one would go about doing it in their 
own home,” says Catherine Armour, 
chair of design and an exhibition 
designer for the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art who has a background as an 
architect and an interior designer. 


“The first thing we do is look at the 
character of the space: Is it a living 
space? Is it a dining space?” Or, in 
the museum setting, she would 
ask, “What’s the story behind this 
exhibition?” 

The next step, she and other 
designers say, is to think about the 
style of the things that will go in that 
space. “Modern art always looks 
best on white walls,” says Claire 
Larkin, special projects director 
and acting chief of the exhibitions 
department for the Smithsonian 
American Art Museum. 

On the second floor of the 
Smithsonian American Art Muse- 
um, two galleries of the museum’s 
permanent collection show how 
opposites attract. Think back to 
elementary school art class: If you 


put the basic rainbow colors one 
right after another in a color wheel, 
green would be across from red, so 
green and red are opposites. The 
museum designers paired those 
opposite colors in two ways. Art- 
ist Thomas Wilmer Dewing often 
used green tones in his paintings, 
so the designers chose a dusty rose 
color for a room of his works. 

Strong colors work only in mea- 
sured doses, says Larkin, pointing 
out a room painted a “voluptuous” 
red to set off Hiram Powers’s white 
marble sculptures. Imagine if the 
museum had used that color in a 
larger gallery: “It’s like too much 
chocolate cake at a birthday party; 
you can max out on it,” she says. 

Eliza Rathbone, chief curator 
of the Phillips Collection, encour- 
ages home painters to avoid pick- 
ing a color solely because you liked 
it in a museum. Because of a gal- 
lery’s custom lighting, she says, “a 
lot of colors will look a lot different 
in the museum than in your home.”
